However, wa 
have fuced these: difficulties before and 
overcome them and have no doubt we shall 
do no again.

Honkg colony offermg so many 
points of iMférest thit only a very comyio- 
tent writer, possossing an intimate knew- 
ledge of the island, can hopo to deal with 
tho varied aspects of the vigorous life and 
orpansion of the place, or to do anything 
like justice. to the importance to Great 
Britain of this stronghold in tho Far East. 
So far as commerce is concerned it is said 
that the port of Hongkong compares with 
that of Liverpool, although to judge by the 
mera.outward aspect of things, one would 
hardly suppose such a parallel possible. 
The trade of Hongkong runs into enor- 
mous figures, however, whilo no possible 
cutimate can express her value to the em- 


fact dealing with the problemsof the 
For East. We might manage, perhaps, to 
got along without Singaporo, but Hong- 
Ing appears to be nothing short of an 
absolute necessity to us. 

In concluding my remarks about Hong- 
kong, T can only indicate nn briefly as 
possible a fuw of the more distinguishi 
charactoristics of the colony. In the first 
plice the Chinaman himself looks far mare 
sturdy and respectable than the half-nuked 
and squalid creature who contributes so 
very waterially to both the prosperity 
and unpleasantness of the Straits, The 
full force of ‘the Missionary movement 
is first feltin Hongkong. Many peaple. 
think that wo have missiunarioa enough 
and to apare inthe Straits, but after all 
they dynot constituto a very formidable 
body in our midst, In China the burly 


ported by an astonishingly numerous 
sisterhoad, have to bu counted with, a 
forin one of thy social and political. yi 
blems of the country, ‘America, again, 
makes her influence, felt. in Hongkong, and 
gives an unexpectedly Truonatlantic twang 
to the Britisher’s Roust in tho Var Bast.
